NeiBser, iu the Borliin'r 
Tageblalt, says : "if we conquer— and coutiuer we 
muat — we shall continue to cultivate militarism 
to our utmost abililv in ordrr In pn'scrvc tlir 
fruits of victory and i)romolc' liio lull i-xpuusiou 
of our arts and 'success.' "
